SATOLLI SUPHEMK. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Pope Leo's 


long--expected encyclical extending- the 
power and dig-uit%y of Mgr. Satolli and 
defining the status of the American 
church is - now 
suspended between 


New York and Washington by the 
formalities of the customs office.

it TVhloh Superstitions Wedding

A bridge which is carefully avoided 


by wedding couples because of the 
traditions which surround it spans a 
stream called the goldbrook, in the 
parish of Hoxne, near Eye, in the coun- 
ty of Suffolk, England. Standing in 
the center of an open field at Hoxne is 
an obelisk to the memory of Edmund, 
king of the East Angles, who was 
killed by the Danes in 870.

Memory or Hon.Wells A. Hutchins 


Honored by Fellow Lawyers. 


Impressive Services Held in tne Common 


Pleas Court Room This Morning. 


Th»Tn»lt«of n>"ol>lo Mn« Eulogized—Glow.

The members of the Scioto county 


bar met at the court room this morning 
to pay formal tribute to the memory of 
Hon." Wells A. Hntchins, deceased. 
The session was held persuant to an 
adjournment, and the entire morning 
•was devoted to the memorial services. 
Be-very member of the bar who could 
bo present attended, and quite a num- 
ber of other friends occupied the pub- 
lic seats. 


Upon convening1 Judge Bannon, chair- 


man of the special committee appointed 
to draft a suitable memorial-presented 
the work of the committee, prefaced 
by the following' resolutions: 


Resolved, That this memorial be or- 


dered by the court placed upon the jour- 
nal of the court, and that a copy there- 
of be sent to the family of the deceased. 


Resolved, That as n mark of respect 


to the memory of Mr. Hutchins the 
court adjourn until Monday, Jan. 2Sth. 


Judge 
Eannon in 
presenting the 


memorial and resolutions, paid a Blow- 
ing tribute to the deceased as a public 
man, a citizen and a lawyer. 


A formal motion by Mr. I.lolcomb to 


adopt the report opened the discussion. 


One by one his professional associ- 


ates, men who have known Mr. Hntch- 
ins in the varied phases of life, testi- 
fied to his many noble, manly charac- 
teristics. Men who have been asso- 
ciated with and arrayed against him in 
many legal contests, those who knew 
his domestic and social life, and those 
who followed him in his brief but hon- 
ored public career had but one senti- 
ment to express, He was one of the 
few men for whose life the world is 
better—a man, noble, generous, kind, 
charitable, 
unselfish, 
thoughtful, a 


man whose life bears out the truth of 
the adage that man is the noblest work 
of God. 


Many eyes were dimmed with love's 


tears as incidents aud anecdotes of his 
life were related: incidents illustrating 
his beneficent influences, anecdotes 
impressing valued lessous and morals 
pointed by him. Those who owe him 
an inestimable debt acknowledged the 
worth of his kindly interests, aud at- 
tributed to him, in a measure, credit 
for their varied successes. Some hith- 
erto secrets of his kind a.ctions, in- 
stances of Ins professional courtesy 
and benevolence to his associates were 
revealed, and in that atmosphere of 
fraternal good will and love received 
the honor and credit long since dne. 
Yet unlike so many instances no higher 
tribute was paid, 
no 
higher tri- 


bute could be paid to his memory than 
all who knew him felt for him living. 
A service as impressive, and ns eulogis- 
tic could have been as sincere and as 
earnest with the subject living. He 
was loath to accept the honors felt and 
willingly tendered him in life, and they 
cotno now as in the case of all great 
men, as a memory. 


The addresses were brief and pointed. 


The speeches were informal, the nat- 
ural and spontaneous expressions of 
long cherished thoughts. The older 
members of the bar told of the develop 
ment of his many good traits in his 
practice with them and the younger 
members testified to his uniform cour- 
tesy and assistance to them. Regrets 
that he had never bocu honored with 
a deserved position in high judicial life 
were frequent and t^e loss to the state 
and profession from the same cause 
was universally conoeeded. 


The service was most impressive and 


entirely befitting and appropriate to 
the subject

After the adjournment of court a 


short session of the bar association was 
held. On motion of Judgo ^sborn it 
was decided to procure an oil portrait 
of Mr. Hutchins to hang in the court 
room as a companion portrait of the 
one of Col. Moore. The matter was 
referred to a committee consisting of 
Judge Osborn, Judge Thompson and 
Judge Dawson with authority to se- 
cure the portrait. It was to be con- 
tributed by the attorneys alone but by 
request Clerk Whitney, who has been 
associated with the court for twenty- 
eight years was allowed to contribute 
with tho attorneys. 


The memorial presented and adopted 


is as follows. 


The 
committee appointed by tbe 


court to prepare a memorial to Hon. 
W. A. Hutchins, for very many years 
an honored member of this bar, beg 
leave to submit the following : 


Wells A. Hutchins died at his home 


in Portsmouth, O., on January 22, 18ii5, 
aged 70 years.. He had been a resident 
of Portsmouth for more than fifty 
years, during all of which period he 
led an active, public and professional 
life. Few men were better known as 
lawyers; none were better entitled to 
the'just reputation which he enjoyed 
as a profound, able, uprights indus- 
trious, fearless lawyer. 
Mr. Hutchins was born in Trurabull 


county, 0., October 7, 1818. His ances- 
tors emigrated from Connecticut to the 
Western"" Reserve and settled there 
upon a farm. On his father's side the 
Hutchins family produced men of more 
than ordinary'character and ability, 
men whose sterling qualities made 
them marked among the pioneers who 
at an early age transformed the forests 
of this state into gardens, and set in 
motion the wheels of industry. His 
cousin, John Hutchins, was a noted 
lawyer at the Cleveland bar for many 
years. Another cousin, Hon. John C. 
tlutchins is at present an honored 
member of the judiciary of tbe state. 
LI is mother was a Bushnell, also a 
Connecticut family of note, many of 
whom achieved distinction in various 
fields of industry and learning. 
Mr. Hutchins "never received a col- 


legiate education. His mental train ing 
was acquired in the village school of 
his neighborhood, the death of his 
father, while Mr. Hutchins was yet but 
a lad, compelling him to go to work to 
maintain himself and to assist in main- 
taining the family. 
s 


He taught school for about eighteen 


months at Corydon, Ind, at the end of 
tiis term returned to his home in the 
Western Reserve and shortly 
after- 


ward became a student in the law 
office of Hutchins & Crowell in 1S3S. 
lu 
1841 he was 
admitted _to 
the 


bar and immediately left his home 
iu tending to locate in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. 
A 
trivial 
circumstance—a 


chance meeting of young men of his 
age on a steamer on the Ohio river— 
caused him to stop at Portsmouth, and 
here he concluded to remain and he 
opened his office and commenced the 
practice of the. law. He at once began 
to "ride the circuit," as it was called, 
attending courts in many of the coun- 
ties iu southern Ohio, his almost con- 
stant companion being Col. Oscar F. 
Moore. In his travels he met and en- 
gaged in contests 
with Thurman, 


Allen, Brush, Stanbery, Hunter, Bra- 
zee, 
Welch and many other Ohio law- 


yers known to fame. 
For more than half a century he con- 


tinued in active practice, and for the 
last twenty-five years of his life his 
fame as a lawyer was not only the 
pride of his state, but the property of 
his country. 
There is scarcely a volume of the 


Ohio reports for the past thirty years 
that does not contain cases in which 
he 
appeared 
as 
counsel, 
many 


of 
them 
settling 
questions that 


were of great importance. He had, 
for many years, a large aud lucrative 
practice in the state and 
Federal 


courts, and was unusually successful 
in the cases he undertook. 


He took an active part in politics,but 


was rarely a candidate for political 
position, 'invariably he refused to he 
a candidate, but on four occasions his 
wishes were disregarded, and he was 
compelled to be a candidate. He was a 
member of the legislature of the state 
one term, a member of congress one 
term, and twice afterwards the candi- 
date of his party for congress, and as 
often defeated, lie was not the stuff 
politicans are usually made of; he was 
of chat higher mould whose- manly 
virtues, intellectual powers, and strong 
personality make yp the highest type 
of an American citizen. 


Mr. Hntchins was not a case lawyer. 


He dealt in legal principles; he studied 
and knev.- the law as a science. Pos- 
sessed of a keen, logical mind, having 
great power of analysis and unusual 
power of concentration, ho used and 
applied legal principles in the solution 
of questions, aud it was usual to hear 
him argue case after case without refer- 
ring to a single authority. He did not 
have to bring to his aid a table of books 
for reference: and when his. opponent 
sought to Overthrow him by the cita- 
tion 
of reported cases, his critical 


discrimination 
soon 
pointed 
out 


their want of application. He pos- 
sessed a mind of wonderful clearness, 
and had the faculty of an unerring 
judgment, lie could make the most 
abstruse legal'proposition so clear, and 
state it iu language so plain, the most 
ordinary comprehension could grasp it. 
Herein lay his greatest power. While 
his talents were of the highest order, 
he was not distinguished by what is 
called brilliancy of effect, or fervid 
declamation, lie resorted to none of 
the artifices men of smaller minds dis- 
play. Putting aside all technicalities, 
his argument* were cm the higher plane 
of substantial justice. 
His contests 


were all iu the open field. They were 
carried on in the most perfect good 
temper. 
No man ever saw him off his 


guard. He never lost his self-control. 
Circumstances of the greatest excite- 
ment never ruffled him. He was al- 
ways cool and 
perfectly composed. 


Men said he had an iron will and his 
nerves were made of steel. Bis client's 
cause was his own. He stood for him 
and none other. 
He fought his case 


with indomitable energy and persever- 
ance. 
Besought not to be eloquent but to be 


accurate—not to please, but to con- 
vince. 
He brought the power of , a 


well traind mind to bear upon his 
case, and by close and vigorous reason- 
ing, exact 
learning, 
forcible 
and 


pointed argument he mintained his 
ground. In a word he was an acute, 
discriminating, sound, well trained, 
and powerful lawyer whose like we 
shall probably not soon look upon 
again.

was without a stain. 
A kind husband 


and an indulgent father, he will be 
missed in his cheerful, happy home. 
A model citizen, the community he so 
long honored, and in behalf of which 
he always raised 'his voice, has met 
with a loss that is irreparable. 


His name was rendered illustrious 


by his learning and his virtues, and he 
has left to the bar a memory on the 
sunlight of which falls no shadow.
